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Tense standoff ends peacefully 



Lawrencetown. RCMP, 
SWAT team surround 
home for several hours 


A 43-year-old Lawrencetown 
man is in custody following 
a more than five-hour armed 
standoff that involved a Hali¬ 
fax police SWAT team on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The standoff at 27 Osprey 
Way ended around 3:30 p.m., 
shortly after a crisis negoti¬ 
ator along with about a dozen 
RCMP emergency-response 
officers armed with assault 
rifles arrived on scene. 

Police wouldn’t comment 
on the reason behind the 
standoff or condition of the 
man other than that he was 
armed with a firearm, and 
that he was the only person 
in the home. He was arrested 
without incident. 

About seven homes were 
evacuated and police barri¬ 
caded off the road. 

Marilyn Meunier, who 
lives next door to the crime 
scene, was one of the evac¬ 
uees. She said a couple moved 
into the home last November 
but she had never met the 
pair. 

“There was a lot of traffic 



coming and going there at 
weird hours,” she said. “But 
it was always quiet over there 
so this is a big surprise. It was 
pretty terrifying. It’s scary.” 

RCMP spokesman Sgt. A1 
LeBlanc said the situation 
unfolded around 10:30 a.m. 
when police were called to 
the home by someone con¬ 
cerned for the man’s safety. 
When police arrived, an offi¬ 
cer spoke with the man and 
he refused to come out. 

“He’s in our custody, that’s 
what’s important,” said Le¬ 
Blanc. “These situations are 
potentially volatile and our 
concern is always, always the 
public and officers’ safety. In 
this case we’re happy to re¬ 
port that everything turned 
out good for everyone.”

The public will start to see 
new ambulances on the road 
this fall as the province begins 
to phase in new models with 
“drastic” improvements, said 
one paramedic. 

On Tuesday, Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter announced a new 
contract with Tri-Star Indus¬ 
tries in Yarmouth to lease 
150 new ambulances over the

next four years. The contract 
also includes a complete up¬ 
date after the four-year mark. 

“We’re veiy happy with it,” 
said Halifax paramedic Phil 
Stewart after the new ambu¬ 
lances were revealed at Alder¬ 
ney Landing in Dartmouth. 

Stewart said the improve¬ 
ments in the newer vehicles 
are a direct result of three 
years of consultation with 
EHS employees. 

Major changes include 
new bucket seats for para¬ 
medics that keep them safely 
strapped in while the ambu¬ 
lance is travelling, but can 
move all around the patient 
as well. 

“In the past we moved 
from a bench ... where the 
attendant was free-floating,” 
Stewart said. 

“If it’s delivering care or 
stowing equipment, they can 
do that from a seated position, 
and those are drastic improve¬ 
ments from what we current¬ 
ly have.” 

He said other changes in¬ 
clude a permanent children’s 
seat they no longer have to 
take in and out, better light¬ 
ing in the ambulance, and a 
safer location for oxygen can¬ 
isters and other items. 


Dexter said the $31.4-mil- 
lion contract will help provide 
better care to residents, and 
also benefit the Yarmouth 
area since 15 to 20 new jobs 
will be created at Tri-Star to 
complete the work. 

“Ships may start in Hali¬ 


fax, but ambulances start 
in Yarmouth,” said Tri-Star 
president Keith Condon. 

Health Minister David Wil¬ 
son said starting this Novem¬ 
ber, about 20 new ambulances 
will be delivered once eveiy 
week or so, at a cost of $2.9 


million. 

The new 150 ambulances 
will be updated in four years 
by placing the main compart¬ 
ment on a new chassis and 
engine, which Wilson said 
is easier than replacing the 
older van-style ambulances. 



Premier responds to Liberal dig on pre-election ‘spending spree' 



Premier Darrell Dexter re¬ 
sponded during Tuesday’s 
ambulance announcement 
to the opposition Liberals’ 
accusation that his govern¬ 
ment is spending millions 
in a “mid-summer madness 
spending spree” to gain 
voter support before an elec¬ 
tion. 

In a release issued Tues¬ 
day morning, Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil said the 
NDP have spent $62.6 mil¬ 


lion in taxpayer’s money 
over the last six weeks. 

“The NDP has lost its way, 
frankly — trying to buy your 
vote with your own money 
is all this government has 
left,” McNeil said. 

In response that after¬ 
noon, Dexter said he would 
like to know which of the re¬ 
cent announcements McNeil 
has an issue with. 

“Would they cancel the 
assistance to senior citizens? 


Would they cancel the ex¬ 
pansion of the children’s 
dental program?” Dexter 
said. 

“If they disagree with 
some of these programming 
announcements or some of 
these spending priorities, 
then they should say so.” 

Dexter said the “risk” 
with the provincial Liberal 
party is that they always 
find something to criticize, 
but don’t tell the public 


what they would do instead. 

“We got the province 
back to balance, so we’re 
now in a position to be able 
to do the kinds of things we 
want to do,” Dexter said. 

The premier has not con¬ 
firmed when a provincial 
election will be held, only 
stating that it will happen 
before next June, which 
would be the end of his five- 
year mandate.

A hot sun warmed the faces 
of nearly 100 people as they 
joined hands together in 
front of city hall to form a hu¬ 
man peace sign on Tuesday. 

The Halifax Peace Coali¬ 
tion and other supporters 
gathered in Grand Parade to 
ask Mayor Mike Savage to 
fulfil his campaign promise 
and join the Mayors for Peace 
network, which supports 
the abolishment of nuclear 
weapons. 

“It’s so important. We 
know that cities are targets 
of nuclear weapons, (and) 
we know that billions and 
billions of dollars are be¬ 
ing spent to keep nuclear 


weapons on high alert,” said 
Tamara Lorincz of the Peace 
Coalition. 

“We are standing to ask 
you to give peace a chance.” 

August marks the 68th an¬ 
niversary of the bombings of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, and 
Lorincz said it’s especially 
important to speak about the 
impact of these weapons now 
and to encourage Savage to 
join the 5,700 mayors in the 
movement. 

“We just want that weapon 
totally eliminated. We don’t 
want to be at risk of this at 
all,” Lorincz said. 

In April, Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality Mayor 
Cecil Clarke joined Mayors 
for Peace, adding his name 
to nine others in the prov¬ 
ince. If Savage follows Clarke, 
he would also be joining the 
mayors of six major cities 
across the countiy, including 
Toronto and Ottawa. 

Lorincz said part of the 
motivation for the peace 
rally Tuesday was to stand 
with those in Syria and Egypt

through their “struggle for 
democracy.” 

Shirley El-Araby said she 
wants people to know the 
Egyptian government is ar¬ 
resting people like her hus¬ 
band, Islam, under “false cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Because he was against the 
coup, El-Araby said he was 
imprisoned Sunday in Cairo 
and she has not spoken to 


him since. 

“It seems like forever,” 
El-Araby said, her voice and 
hands trembling. 

Dr. Jamal Badawi, a reli¬ 


gious studies professor emeri¬ 
tus at Saint Maiy’s University, 
said Canada’s next move 
should be to denounce the 
Egyptian militaiy leaders and 


restore the “legitimacy” of an 
elected parliament, as well as 
to hold those responsible for 
“crimes against humanity” 
accountable in Syria. 

“Otherwise, we’d be giving 
a signal that you can do war 
crimes and get away with it,” 
Badawi said. 

Savage is away on vacation 
and didn’t make an appear¬ 
ance at the rally. 


Hearing dates set in murder case 



Dates have been set for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing for the two 
men charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder in the shooting 
death of Donald Chad Smith. 

Smith, a pizza-delivery 
driver, was killed in 2010 over 
what police say was a previ¬ 
ous dispute with two men. 

In July, police charged 
Randy Desmond Riley of Dart¬ 
mouth and Nathan Tremain 
Johnson of Cheriy Brook with 
murder in the case. 


Both men appeared in 
Dartmouth provincial court 
on Tuesday with five days 
in May set for a preliminary 
hearing. The dates are from 
May 5 to 9. 

Smith was found shot out¬ 
side an apartment complex 
on Joseph Young Street in 
Dartmouth’s Highfield Park 
just before 9:30 p.m. on Oct. 
23, 2010. 

Smith, a father of two 
from Windsor Junction, had 


started delivering pizzas for 
a local restaurant a few days 
before his death. 

At the time of the shoot¬ 
ing, police said the pizza was 
ordered from a pay phone on 
Highfield Park Drive. 

Police also stated Smith 
was shot before he made the 
delivery. 

Police have said they don’t 
believe the shooting was ran¬ 
dom.

Northern Pulp. Need 
to balance air quality 
with strong economy, 
natural resources 
minister says 


The air was thick at Aber¬ 
crombie Point on Tuesday 
morning, as Pictou Coun¬ 
ty’s three MLAs gathered at 
Northern Pulp for meetings 
with company directors. 

“Because of the wind and 


the high humidity, it’s abso¬ 
lutely our worst day,” said 
former premier John Hamm, 
now the chair of the mill’s 
board of directors. 

“When you have this 
high humidity, the plume 
has trouble going up. Of 
course, the wind direction is 
taking it right into the har¬ 
bour. When we have a new 
precipitator, we’ll have far 
less particulate matter and 
it will go up better.” 

Plans for improvement 
were the order of the day 
for MLAs and directors, who 


say they’ve been working for 
months to resolve the en¬ 
vironmental concerns about 
the mill. Among the meas¬ 
ures they have discussed are 
the precipitator and other 
projects, said Pictou East 
MLA Clarrie MacKinnon. 

“Some major, major ex¬ 


penditures are being looked 
at down the road and not 
all that far down the road,” 
MacKinnon said. 

All three MLAs say they’ve 
heard complaints from resi¬ 
dents about air quality. 

“I think all three of us are 
hearing concerns from our 


constituents that it is a prob¬ 
lem and they’re expecting 
us as a government to find 
some solutions. That’s 
exactly where we’re coming 
from,” Natural Resources 
Minister Charlie Parker said. 
“We’re trying to find a bal¬ 
ance between protecting the 
environment and a respon¬ 
sible economy,” he said. “It’s 
important to have both of 
those.” 

The province is expected 
to make a contribution to 
the upgrades. 

The mill puts $3.5 mil¬ 


lion a week into the econ¬ 
omy, with spinoffs that 
affect businesses through¬ 
out northern Nova Scotia, 
Hamm said. 

While it may not seem it 
some days, with the smell 
and plumes hovering over 
the water and land, he says 
progress is being made. 

“We’re light years ahead 
of where we were, but we’re 
still a distance from where 
we’d like to be and where 
the community would want 
us to be,” Hamm said.

Syria with opposition 


Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird is talking to opposition 
leaders about the developing 
crisis surrounding Syria. But 
the department says calls to 
recall Parliament to discuss mil¬ 
itary action are premature. 

Baird spoke first to Tom 
Mulcair, whose spokesman, 
George Smith, said the NDP

U.S. lays out case 
for Syrian strike 


Closer to attack. 
Officials prepare 
legal justification for 
military intervention 


The Obama administration 
tried to bolster its case on Tues¬ 
day for possible militaiy action 
against Syria within days, with 
intelligence agencies prepar¬ 
ing to release intercepted com¬ 
munications aimed at proving 
Bashar Assad perpetrated a 
large-scale chemical attack on 
civilians. 

The U.S. and international 
partners were unlikely to 
undertake militaiy action be¬ 
fore Thursday. That’s when 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron will convene an 
emergency meeting of Parlia¬ 
ment during which MPs are 
expected to vote on a motion 
clearing the way for an armed 
response. 

President Barack Obama 
and Cameron conferred on 
response plans Tuesday, their 
second known conversation in 
recent days. 

Obama administration of¬ 
ficials argued that Assad’s 
actions posed a direct threat 
to U.S. national security, pro¬ 
viding Obama with a possible 
legal justification for launch¬ 
ing a strike without authoriza¬ 
tion from the United Nations 
or Congress. However, officials 
did not detail how the U.S. was 


directly threatened by an at¬ 
tack contained within Syria’s 
borders. Nor did they present 
concrete proof that Assad was 
responsible. 

“Allowing the use of chem¬ 
ical weapons on a significant 
scale to take place without a 
response would present a sig¬ 
nificant challenge to, threat 
to the United States’ national 
security,” White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney said. 

Assad has denied using 
chemical weapons, calling the 
allegations “preposterous.” 

Obama is weighing a re¬ 
sponse focused narrowly on 
punishing Assad for violat¬ 
ing international agreements 
that ban the use of chemical 
weapons, an act he repeatedly 
has said would cross a “red 
line.” Officials said the goal was 
not to drive the Syrian leader 
from power or impact the 
broader trajectoiy of Syria’s 
bloody civil war, which is in its 
third year. 

“The options we are con¬ 
sidering are not about regime 
change,” Carney said. 

U.S. officials say the most 
likely operation would be 
largely sea-based, with the 
strikes coming primarily from 
navy warships in the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea. Fighter jets often 
are deployed to monitor the 
area and protect the ships, 
but Syria’s robust air-defence 
system makes air strikes more 
difficult and risky.

‘We are ready to go’: U.S. defense secretary 


Militaiy forces are poised to 
strike Syria immediately if the 
commander-in-chief gives the 
order, U.S. Defense Secretaiy 
Chuck Hagel said on Monday. 

The U.S. Navy has four de¬ 
stroyers in the eastern Medi¬ 
terranean within range of 
targets in Syria and also has 
warplanes in the region. 

“We are ready to go,” Hagel 
said during a television inter¬ 
view while travelling in Asia. 

Before any strike, the U.S. 
also plans to release additional 
intelligence it says will directly 


link Assad to the Aug. 21 al¬ 
leged attack in the Damascus 
suburbs. A U.S. official said the 
report is expected to include 
“signals intelligence,” or infor¬ 
mation gathered from inter¬ 
cepted communications. 

Even before releasing that 
information, U.S. officials 
said they had very little doubt 
that Assad was culpable in 
what is believed to have been 
a chemical-weapons attack, 
based on witness reports, the 
symptoms of those killed or 
injured and intelligence show¬ 


ing the Syrian government has 
not lost control of its chemical- 
weapons stockpiles. 

U.S. officials have spent 
much of the week seeking to 
rally international support for 
an aggressive response to the 
alleged attack. 

The flurry of action is in 
stark contrast to President 
Barack Obama’s previously 
restrained approach to Syria’s 
civil war, which has left more 
than 100,000 people dead, ac¬ 
cording to UN estimates.

Manning was sentenced last 
week to 35 years in prison for 
leaking thousands of pages of 
classified militaiy and diplo¬ 
matic material to WikiLeaks.

Al Capone in Sask.? 

Great-niece of infamous 
gangster comes north 
for new documentary

Feeding off swirling rumours 
and passed-down stories 
about Chicago gangster Al Ca¬ 
pone’s bootleg operation in 
the Canadian Prairies, a Sas¬ 
katchewan documentaiy film 
crew is going deep — literally 
— to search for proof behind 
the prohibition tale. 

The documentaiy, titled 
Finding Al, involves histor¬ 
ical data and assorted tales 
surrounding the iconic mob¬ 
ster’s rumoured appearances 
in and around Moose Jaw, 
Sasic., in the 1920s. 

“I’ve been to the Tun¬ 
nels (of Moose Jaw) many 
times and I just wanted to 
investigate it,” director and 
producer Kelly-Anne Riess 
told Metro in Moose Jaw — 
nicknamed Little Chicago by 
some — on Tuesday, refer¬ 
ring to passageways below 
the city’s downtown streets. 
The tunnels were turned into 
a tourist attraction in 2000 
with Capone-themed tours 
and costumed characters. 



Because of extremely lim¬ 
ited paper documentation, 
Riess has focused on accounts 
passed down the generations. 

Riess had planned to visit 
Capone’s great-niece Deirdre, 
who has written a book about 
her family stoiy. But the 
73-year-old ended up coming 
to Saskatchewan from her 
Florida home to be featured 
in the documentary. 


“There is no one else that 
can (tell the stoiy),” Deirdre 
Capone said after taking a 
guided tour of the Tunnels. 

“He was a mobster, but not 
a monster.” 

Capone didn’t let on to 
her relation to the infamous 
crime figure during the tour, 
even whispering to a Metro 
reporter, “I wonder what 
these people would say if 


they knew who I was.” 

Riess pointed out that 
her favourite Saskatchewan 
story on Capone comes from 
a Weyburn-area home, where 
Deirdre’s great-uncle would 
allegedly host firearm-filled 
parties once a year for his 
men and local farmers. 

“I just like the idea of boot¬ 
legging mobster farmers,” 
Riess said.

Online privacy. Firm 
is latest tech company 
to release stats on how 
often governments seek 
customer information 


The Canadian government de¬ 
manded Facebook turn over 
information on 219 users in the 
first half of the year, the com¬ 
pany said Tuesday in releasing 
global data. 

They were among about 
38,000 Facebook users whose 
data was scrutinized by author¬ 
ities in 74 countries, Facebook 
said. About half of those orders 
came from the United States. 

Facebook said it turned over 
some data to authorities in 44 
per cent of the Canadian cases, 
and that it was required by law 
to do so. The company declined 
to give any specific details. 

The social-networking giant 
is the latest technology firm to 
release figures on how often 
governments seek information 
about customers. Microsoft and

Many fans believe Bale redeemed Batman 
from weak portrayals by otherwise decent ac¬ 
tors such as George Clooney and indecent actors 
such as Val Kilmer, and they don’t want to see an¬ 
other lame flying mammal re-infest the bat 
cave. 

OK, if Clooney, the world’s most admired 
movie star, failed to own the belfry, what does 
Batfleclc expect? It’s a dangerous job, fighting 
crime in Gotham City for $15 million an episode. 

When you play the game, you probably start 
during the era when you first encountered the 
Caped Crusader. For me, that would be back in 
the ’60s, and the inane Batman TV series of1966-68 starring 
Adam West. Of course, it was supposed to be inane—or “camp,” I 
believe it was called then—when inane was cool.

Even Clooney himself thinks he stunk up the cave: “With 
hindsight,” he has said, “it’s easy to look back at this and go, 
‘Whoa, that was really s-t and I was really bad in it.’” 

Of course, if you’re really serious about this stuff, you can 
spread your wings and get into a variation on a theme: the Bat¬ 
man nemesis game. For example, who’s the best Penguin—Bur¬ 
gess Meredith or Danny DeVito? Or how about the best Joker? 
Jack Nicholson or Heath Ledger? 

Ifwe can keep this going, we’ll never have to growup. Batman 
forever!

Ironside. Actor 
responds to criticism 
over being cast 
as detective in a 
wheelchair 


When it came time to prepare 
for his role as the wheelchair- 
bound detective in Global’s 
reboot of the television clas¬ 
sic Ironside, Blair Underwood 
turned to his mother for ad¬ 
vice. 

“I spent a lot of time 
talking to her about her ex¬ 
periences,” Underwood said 
about his mother, who has 
multiple sclerosis and uses a 
wheelchair. 

“It was very important 
that we as professionals ... 
me as an actor, are really re¬ 
spectful and authentic as we 
can be to this disability that 
this character has.” 

The fact Underwood’s 
character uses a wheelchair is 
about as far as this reboot of 
the TV classic goes in tiying 
to emulate Raymond Burr’s 
show, which aired from 1967 
to 1975. 

“It was a very curious idea; 
I was a little taken aback,” ad¬ 
mitted Underwood about be¬ 
ing asked to join the cast. 

“But then I thought, I liked

the old Ironside. The only ele¬ 
ments we took are his name, 
Ironside, the fact that he is a 
detective, the fact he is in a 
wheelchair.” 

Airing Wednesdays start¬ 
ing Oct. 2, the series picks up 
two years after Underwood’s 
character, Robert Ironside, is 
paralyzed by a gun shot while 


investigating a case. 

“He is veiy much trying to 
reconcile this new version of 
himself,” Underwood says of 
his character, whose stoiy is 
told in flashbacks throughout 
the series. 

Still, Underwood’s casting 
in the series hasn’t been with¬ 
out controversy. 


Some have criticized the 
casting as offensive because, 
instead of hiring an actor 
who uses a wheelchair, they 
went with an able-bodied ac¬ 
tor instead. 

“I think it is great that it 
has brought the conversation 
forward,” said Underwood. 
“It’s a conversation that I get, 


I respect it, and what I derive 
from that, from speaking 
to one particular actor who 
is disabled, is their frustra¬ 
tion. Because actors who are 
disabled, from what I under¬ 
stand, are often not thought 
of in terms of casting. Produ¬ 
cers don’t think to cast a dis¬ 
abled actor.” METRO

Ace of heart-to-hearts: How to know 
if you impressed your interviewer

Before an interview, it’s only 
natural to feel nervous. But 
post-interview is when the 
anxiety tends to kick in. Our 
mind hops on the over-think¬ 
ing train and doesn’t look 
back. The main reason this 
happens is because we know 
the decision is now out of 
our hands and we don’t have 
much control over it. 

You’ve gone through the 
application process and the 
interview. The next thing to 
do is wait patiently to hear 
back with the decision. But 
the time between the inter¬ 
view and when you hear back 
can seem like an eternity. 


To help with the post¬ 
interview jitters and make 
the wait a little quicker, read 
these signs to look out for 
during and after the inter¬ 
view and what they could 
mean for you as the inter¬ 
viewee. 


The interview went longer 
than scheduled 

An interview that goes longer 
than scheduled is always a good 
sign that the interviewer wants 
to get to know you better and 
is interested in the conversa¬ 
tion. This is a win-win situation 


because you get to learn more 
about the company and pos¬ 
ition, and you get more time to 
show how you will be a great 
asset. 

They told you when youTl 
hear back 

If the interviewer gives you a 
firm date as to when you’U hear 
back, it means that they have a 
timeline defined for the hiring 
process. This could also mean 
that during the interview they 
made the decision (hiring you!) 
and just need to speak with 
their team to work out the 
details. Even if the news isn’t 
what you were hoping for, at 
least you have a concrete idea 
as to when you’ll know the de¬ 
cision. 

You talked about topics be¬ 
yond the job description 

Ensuring that you answer each 
question during the interview 
effectively is the first step to¬ 
ward having a successful inter¬ 
view. An interview that exceeds 
expectations is one where you 
answer eveiy question and 


then start to talk about the 
contributions you can make be¬ 
yond the job description. If you 
found that this was happening 
in the interview, you probably 
left the interviewer with a posi¬ 
tive impression. 

You get an office tour 

If an interviewer knows that 
they don’t plan on hiring an 
interviewee, they won’t spend 
time introducing you to the 
team or giving you an office 
tour. If at the end of the inter¬ 
view they offer to show you 
around, be sure to say yes and 
to take it as an indication that 
they’re interested in hiring 
you. 

You hear that your references 
have been contacted 

Reference-checking is time 
consuming. Unless you’re be¬ 
ing seriously considered, inter¬ 
viewers won’t spend the time 
to do this. If you hear from your 
references that they have been 
contacted, this is a signal that 
they’re finalizing their decision 
and you’re a top candidate. 


You felt like you fit 


• I have had interviews be¬ 
fore where I automatic¬ 
ally thought “this is the 
perfect fit” or in other 
cases, “I'm not sure if 
this company/role is for 
me.” 


• If you felt as though 
you fit in well during 
the interview, chances 
are that the interviewer 
shared the same feeling. 
If an interviewer feels as 
though you had a good 
interview and also thinks 
you'll fit well with their 
environment, chances 
are you'll be on the 
top of their mind when 
making the final hiring 
decision.

professionally overseas, and 
in the NBA development 
league. 

“I think he’s going to be 
an all-star,” Rainmen owner 
Andre Levingston said of 
Harris, who also played four 
seasons of NCAA Division I 
basketball at Ohio State. “He’s 
played at some really high lev¬ 
els. He’s put up big numbers 
overseas. He’s a great player. 

“We are excited to have a 
guy of his calibre.” 

Harris’ best season over¬ 
seas came in 2007-08, when 
he netted 12.7 points per 


game in leading his Finnish 
club to a league title. 

As for Brown, he averaged 
over 16 points per game last 
season for the Rainmen, and 
also grabbed about seven re¬ 
bounds per game. 

But Levingston said an 
Achilles heel for the team 
in 2012-13 was being out- 
rebounded, especially in the 
defensive end, and says these 
moves should help make 
them stronger. 

“We are looking to do 
some things a little bit differ¬ 
ently this year,” he said. “We 


needed to get bigger this year, 
because we kind of got out re¬ 
bounded so badly.

Levingston said Brown 
could be a “bit of a liabil¬ 
ity” on the defensive end but 
should fit in well with the Ex¬ 
press. 

“We definitely wanted to 
put him in a good situation,” 
he said. “It’s a great place for 
him to go and play.” 

Levingston said more play¬ 
er signings are coming soon 
as they look to get the bulk of 
their roster set prior to train¬ 
ing camp. Levingston plans on 
only inviting between 14 and 
15 players to camp, leaving 
just a few cuts to be made to 
reach the 12-man player limit. 

“This will be an extremely 
exciting roster,” he declared.

“I know Dr. Andrews will sit 
down and evaluate Robert and 
probably just give us his recom¬ 
mendation,” Shanahan said. 

Even if Andrews gives the 
thumbs-up, the final decision 
on whether Griffin plays in 
the Sept. 9 opener rests with 
the coach. Shanahan has said 
that even if Griffin is medic¬ 
ally ready, the coach could see 
something in practice that 


might give him pause. 

Andrews cleared Griffin 
for practice before the start of 
training camp but has yet to 
give the OK for the quarter¬ 
back to play in games. Andrews 
examined Griffin again before 
the Aug. 19 home pre-season 
game and “felt veiy good” 
about Griffin’s progress, accord¬ 
ing to Shanahan. 

While Griffin has sat out the 
pre-season, he’s moved well in 
practice and told ESPN 980 on 
Tuesday that he’s “not below 
100 per cent.” 

“You’re hoping he’s 100 per 
cent,” Shanahan said. “The rea¬ 
son I’m a little iffy on that is I 
want to judge him every day. 
But I have not seen a setback; 
he looks good.”

The diesels keep coming, 
like zombies that won’t take 
decapitation for an answer; 
only with lots more torque 
and fuel range, and the fact 
that we’re actually glad to see 
them. 

This time it’s Nissan, which 
announced last week it would 
offer a newly developed Cum¬ 
mins 5.0-litre V8 turbo-diesel 
in its next-generation Titan 
pickup. 

Putting a Cummins V8 
diesel into the Titan will cer¬ 
tainly shake things up in the 
light-duty full-size pickup seg¬ 
ment, where torque is highly 
prized and brag-able. 

Television ads that brag 
about the torque ratings of 
full-size pickups are only 
slightly less testosterone 
fuelled than a Megadeath 
concert — they always make 
me want to put on a pair of 
overalls and work boots and 
throw heavy stuff around the 


living room. 

Nissan sold about 3,500 Ti¬ 
tans in Canada in 2012. Com¬ 
pare that to Ford, which sold 
over 106,000 F-Series pickups 
during the same year. 

“Hopefully the Titan will 
no longer be the best kept 
secret,” said Nissan V-P, Fred 
Diaz, in a statement. 

“We’re going to be the 
only ones to have a V8 diesel 
in a 1500 truck, which is 
pretty neat space to play in 
because you’re actually going 
to be more powerful and big¬ 
ger and have more capability 
than a 1500 but not quite at 
the level of a 2500.” 

Diesels have always been 
available on 2500 and 3500 
heavy-duty pickups, but the 
torque-endowed diesel engine 
makes huge sense for any 
truck, and we’re finally get¬ 
ting some diesel action in our 
light-duty pickups. 

Ram 1500 gets a diesel 
option for 2014 — a 3.0-litre 
V6 made by Chrysler’s Italian 
partner, VM Motori — and 
GM is heavily rumoured to be 
contemplating a diesel option 
for its next-generation of the 
mid-size Chevrolet Colorado 
and GMC Canyon pickups. 

GM’s already got a suitable 
diesel engine; it just has to 
North Americanize the diesel 
built for the Colorado sold in 
Thailand, Southeast Asia, Bra¬ 
zil and Australia. 

Those markets, and Eur¬ 
ope, have always been diesel 
savvy with their smaller 


trucks, while we’ve always 
have to look longingly over 
the seas for some of the ac¬ 
tion. 

In Europe they put diesels 
on everything. You can prob¬ 
ably get a Peugeot bicycle 
with a diesel. 

There are certainly reasons 
why the automakers haven’t 
given us smaller trucks with 
diesels until now, but prob¬ 
ably not good ones. The dom¬ 
inance of the full-size truck 
that can easily accommodate 
the big lump of a (relatively 
inexpensive) V8 is probably 
one of them. Another is our 
historically crappy diesel 
fuel, which couldn’t be toler¬ 
ated by global diesel engines 
designed to run on the better 
stuff. 

The Cummins engine 
destined for the Titan will 
instantly make the Titan a 
pickup celebrity. For competi¬ 
tive reasons, 

Nissan is not yet announ¬ 
cing launch dates for the new 
Titan. But apparently engin¬ 
eering prototypes powered 
by the Cummins engine are 
already undergoing extensive 
public-highway performance 
and durability testing. 

If you see a current Titan 
pulling a train or something 
similar, it’s probably test¬ 
ing one of those Cummins 
engines. Industry analysts 
predict the North American 
“light duty” pickup wars will 
soon be full of diesel-equipped 
competitors. About time...
